<he president said that "American institutions rest sole- 
ly ,on good citizenship" he uttered a truism with which 
everyone will agree. 
AVhen he said "they were created 


by the people who had a background of seLlrgovernment 
hefoffered a thought which is receiving too scanty atten- 
tion today. 


The capacity for self-government indicates an ability 


to stand alone. It Infers a wide range of responsibility ! 
for the individual citizens of that nation, both in though^ 
and action., It is incomplatible with the spirit of patern- 
alism, which has so strongly marked the course of legis- 
lation within the last few years. 


That thought is of particular importance In connec- 


tion with the problem of immigration. 
The objection 


which is being raised against a large number of the im- 
migrants coming to America today rests not upon ques- 
tions of race or religion. It is purely a question of the 
preservation of the principles of self-governent. Many 
of those people coming to American shores in recent 
years have not bean trained for self-government. They 
have no conception of its responsibilities. They are not 
ready for their new-found liberties.
